| MAadn, the Dutcheſs of Mazarin made 
an Elopement from the Houſe of her 
Husband, _ bas left the Kingdom ever

After having been in divers Countries,

the Flonour which ſhe had td be related to 
the Queen of England. But their Bri- 
tannick Majeſties being obliged by the Re- 
polt of their People to quit England, and 
retire into France, Monfieur the Duke of 
Mazarin ſolicited his Wife to return into 
the Kingdom, and to his Flouſe, offering to 
receive her, and forget all that was paſt. 

She obſftinately refusd : Whereupon he 

preſented a. Petition, and cauſed it ro be 
Argued _= the Great Council, till an Or- 
der was obtain'd, That during the unjuſt 
Elopement of the Dutcheſs, and her ob- 
ftinacy in abſenting her Self from her 
Houſe, and from the Kingdom, ſhe 
ſhou'd be depriv*d and diveſted of her 
Dower, and Right of Alimony. by 
. To theſe Concluſtons, at the beginning of 
the Cauſe, it was added, 

That it ſhow'd be at the Diſcretion of 
the Council, to allot her a certain time 
to return into Fraxce, and to her Hus- 
band's Honſe ; after which ſhe ſhou'd in- 
Cur the Penalty of this Sentence without 
further delay, or Fudgment to be given. 

He demanded further, 

- That it might be lawful for him to 
feize her wherever he cou'd find her, 
and to cauſe her to be conducted to his 
own Houſe.

How many wou'd 
have ſhut. their Gates againſt her, and, 
being in the Flower of their Years, de- 
priv*d of the Sweets of Conjugal Society 
by her Caprice, wou'd at leaſt have given 
themicives the Liberties and Diverſions 
of a ſingle Lite, at an Age when they

On the contrary, How many Wives 
are there, who after having ſo highly 
offended their Husbands, from whom they 
had receiv'd nothing but Honourable 
Treatment, wou'd earneſtly wiſh *em ſo

which they had ſo ill obſerv'd ? How 
happy wou'd many think themſelves, to 
find after ſo many Rambles; ſo many 
ſuſpeQed courſes in the Houſes of their 
Husbands, an honourable Retreat, a fafe 
Harbour from the Scandal of their paſt

| I doubt not, GEN TLEMEN, but 
this wou'd be the very Senſe of _ 
: A% as 
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of Mazarin's Caſe. 

Mazarin her ſelf, nor but that ſhe cou'd 
eaſily reſume that Eſteem and AﬀeQtion 
which ſhe formerly had for Monſieur 
Mazarin, if ſhe liſten'd to her own Rea- 
ſon and Intereſt, rather than the malici- 
ous Advice of one of her Family, whoſe 
hatred Monſieur Mazariz has' the mis- 
fortune to lye under, without having 
drawn it upon himſelf. 

Theſe are not the firſt Tracks of this 
Enemy of his Repoſe, which he has dif- 
cover'd. You ſee, GENTLEMEN, by 
the Pieces which I have communicated 
to you, that by this dangerous Relation, 
Madam Mazariz was inſtigated to re- 
volt, and favour'd in her Eſcape ; and 
*tis but too apparent, thet *tis he that

He deſires you to re-eſtabliſh betwixt 
his Wife, and him, that Commerce, 
which is the Frincipal End, and makes 
all che Happineſs of Marriage, that you 
wou'd knit again thoſe Sacred, Knots, ;

ſame Body which have been long ſince 
disjoyn'd, and. can find. no true repoſe, 
but in their Coalition. 

As this Cauſe is altogether ſerious, 
andof the higheſt Importance, not only 
to Monſieur Mazeriz, but to the Honour 
of the Publick, I {ball hagdleit with that 
Sobriety, that it requires; and to con- 
form to the hamour of Monſieur Mazarix 
I ſhall decline, as much as polls the

The 
Tudgment of ſo great a Man is a ſuffici- 
ent Apology for my Client, 'a Teſtimo- 
ny of - Proof againſt all the Calumnies 
that this Cabal have ſpread in the World 
upon him, and which have been receiv'd 
init; only through a malicious Pleaſure, 
that-the common People take in hearing 
Scandal, and Raillery, eſpecially when 
it falls upon People that have. the Repu- 
tation of Piety, and a more regular Life 
than other Men. peers CES 
i Monſieur the Cardinal inſerted one 
Article extraordinary into the Marriage 
Settlement ; he does not give immedi- 
ately to his Niece alone the Eſtate, which 
EE -o-..

Monſicur the Cardinal was fo fatisfied 
with his Choice; and the Conquct of 
Monſieur the Duke after Marriage, ſo 
ſtrongly confirmed him in. the great 
Efteem he had for him, that he gave 
him freſh Marks of it in his Will. He 
made” him - joint Executor with his 
Dutcheſs of his whole Will, and therein 
repeated* again the former Condition : 
T hat iggcaſe-Medam Mazarin died before her 
Husband; he ſhou'd remain in Poſſeſſion of 
the whole Eſtate ;* but ſhe being the Survi- 
vor, ſbou'd. enjoy the Intereſt only of ſix

taſted all the Felicity of a_ happy Match 
for near ſeven years. They had ſeveral 


Children, the birth of which ought to

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have united *em more ſtrictly, eſpecially 
fince the extraordinary Gitts, and Graz 
ces of theſe Children were maniteſt Ar- 
guments of the peculiar Bleſling of Hea- 
ven upon their Match. | 

But after ſeven happy years of Peace, 
the Poyſon of Diſcord crept in betwixt 
*em upon this occaſion. 

Monſieur Mazarin had the misfortune 
to fall under the diſpleaſure of Monſieur 
the Duke of Newers, without havi 
ever offended him. Whether this Aver- 
ſion were the effe& of any natural: Anti- 
pathy, or whether it aroſe from the de- 
ſpight conceiv'd by Monfieur de Newers, 
at ſeeing a Stranger ſhare with him the 
Spoils of his Uncle, and to ſee him even 
preferr'd to himſelf in his laſt Wul, and 
choſen'by Monſieur. the Cardinal for the 
chief ſupport of his Name and Family. 

- Monſieur Mazariz. has always Ilook'd 
upon Monſfieur-the Duke of Newvers, as

AﬀeCtions of his Wife, and infus'd- that 
Contempt into her, which has ſince been 
ſo notoriouſly apparent. And Monſieur 
Mazarin has been farther confirm'd in 
this Opinion by the hand which Mon- 
ſieur de Nevers had in the carrying off 
Madam Mazarin, by all the Meaſures he 
| > ſince, and by his preſent Con- 
duct. 

The firſt and main aim of Madam 
 Mazarin ſince ſhe gave her ſelf up to be 
ſeduc?d, has been always to withdraw 
from the Preſence, and -dependance of 
her Husband.” She cou'd have 'wiſh'd, 
that either by ſome Violence, or Mena- 
ces, he wou'd have given her a Pretext 
to ſue for a Divorce. ' But the mildneſs 
of Monſieur Mazarin, and the reſpect he 
always paid her, not only out of AﬀeCti- 
on to her Perſon, but alſo out of a regard 
which he will ever have' to the Memo- 
ry of his BenefaQtor, having taken away 
all colour for ſuch an Ation, ſhe con- 
tented her ſelf to form in the Year 1666,

Not that ſhe had any hopes of ſucceed-

The ſole deſign of Madam Ma- 
zarin was to furniſh her ſelf with a Pre- 
tence to abandon her Husband's Houſe, 
while the Suir was depending. 
— This ſucceeding for a while, ſhe re- 
tir'd to the Nunnery of St. Mary ; but 
the Religious being ſoon weary of her 
ConduA, in a few Months ſhe took a 
progreſs thro? three Convents more, 
which edified as little by her, as the 
ES.

In ſhort, GENTLEMEN, her Relati- 
ons being at a loſs where to lodge her any 
longer, propos'd an Accommodation ;.and 
caus'd both Parties to fign a mutual Obli- 
gation, wherein *twas agreed, that Madam 
Mazarin ſhou'd return to the Palace of 
Mazarin ; but that during the Proceſs, 
ſhe ſhou'd be lodg'd in a | Seo Apart- 
ment.

There are two Caſes wherein the Ro- 
max Law deprives a Wife, that divorces 
her ſelf from her Husband, of Dower 
and Alimony. 

The firſt is, when ſhe withdraws, and 
divorces her ſelf from her Husband with- 
out juſt cauſe. 

The other is, when @' Wife by her ill 
Candu& gives her Husband juſt cauſe to 
divorce himſelf from her. The Emperor

In either of theſe caſes the Law deter- 
mines, That the Reſtitution of her Por- 
tion, and all Advantages that ſhe may 
claim by virtue of her Marriage, ſhall 
be denied to her : The reaſon why the 
Law in this caſe ſubmits her to the ſame 
Penalty with an Adultreſs is, becauſe if 
theſe diſorders be not a demonſtrative 
proof of her being debauch'd, they a- 
mount to a violent ſuſpition at leaſt ; 
and for the ſatisfaftion of a Husband, 
*tis not enough that his Wife be free from 
the Guilt, unleſs ſhe behave her ſelf fo 
as to keep clear of the Scandal.

Cujacius upon one of theſe Novels uſes 
theſe Expreſſions : Pere difpdii ſunt ; mu- 
lier, que abſque probabili cauſa diſcedit a 
marito, vel que diſcedendi ceuſam marito 
prabet, dotem amittit, & lucra nuptialia. 

I ſuppoſe, GENTLEMEN, That*cwill 
not be alledg'd, that our. Wives are not 
oblig'd to have the ſame reſpect for and 
dependance upon their Husbands, or fo 
| . ® . much 
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much regularity in their Condu@ as the 
Roman Ladies. They have, I confels, 
in France, ſomewhat more of that hone 
Liberty, which offends not againſt Mo. 
deſty ; we are not ſo ſevere as that Peo. 
ple, in matters ſimply Innocent. But 
we diſpenſe no more than they with the 
eſſential Obligations of Marriage, nor 
connive at what may give juſt ground 
to ſuſpeft 'em 'of a Crime, which is fo 
follicitouſly conceal'd, and of which we 
can judge only by appeararices, To 

nt that, were to wrong the purity of 
the Age we live in” 

- It was objetted to me at Parquet, that 
theſe Penalties were eſtabliſhd by the 
Roman Law, only in caſe of a legal Di- 
vorce, which the Law of thoſe times 
allow'd, which imply'd a total Diffoluti- 
on of the Marriage ; and that ſuch Di- 
vorces being no longer allow'd, the Pe- 
nalties inflicted on the Woman that gave 
occaſion for, or practis'd it, cou'd no 
longer be retain'd 1n uſe. 

But on the contrary, ' I maintain, That 
if they puniſh'd Violations of the Rights 
of Matrimony in ſuch a manner, at a 
time when they were not ſufficieatly ac- 
quainted with the dignity of it, 'when 
they ſcarce look'd upon it as more __ 
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of Mazarin's Caſe. 29 
civil Contra ; they ought to be more 
ſeverely chaſtiſed now, when the digni- 
ty of the Sacrament is better known, 
and its Rights are become more facred. 


' T maintain, that if a Wife ſhall abandorr 


her Husband, or fall into thoſe diſorders 
mention'd in theſe Laws, fince ſhe can 
no longer. be puniſh'd by Repudiation, 
which was but one of the Penalties 
which by thoſe Laws ſhe incurr'd, ſhe 
ought at leaſt to ſuffer all the other 
which they annext to it. £ 

Otherwiſe we muſt avow that. the 
Roman Laws have too ſeverely provided 
to vindicate the Honour of Husbands, 
and Matrimony, or ours not enough. 
The former gave the injur'd Husband 
double Vengeance, and double Confola- 
tion, the one in ridding him of a diſor- 
derly Wife, the other in giving him her 
Portion; io that at the very Ze time 
ſhe injur'd him by a cauſcleſs deſertion, 
ſhe repair'd jt by leaving him his Liberty,

ligation of Matrimony, and the right of 
Husbands 2 Will they fay, thas becauſe 
a Wile is more ſtraitly, and inſeparably 
bound to her Husband, that therefore ſhe

her Duty, and commit without fear all 
thoſe Enormities which theſe Laws pus

Dower? Were not this to judge very 

hardly of our Policy, and cou'd there be

| GENTLEMEN, Let us apply theſe

It is not enough to ſay, that this were 
a good Argument againſt Debts con- 
tracted in France, but that our Laws, 
which diſable a Wife for entering into 
Obligations, are of no force in the King- 
dom of Exgland. -.. 

For firſt, the Council knows, that to 
judge of any Perſon's Capacity of con- 
tratling, the Laws of the Place of his 
Habitation only are conſulced ; and by 
thoſe Laws the State of his Perſon ts re- 
ulated ; and whereſoever he goes; he 
carri*s along with him. thoſe Perſonal 
Qualities, rhat Chara&er of Capacity, 
or Incapacity, which they impreſs upon # 
him.

not the laughter of the Audience: She 
ought to lay open the Injuries he does 
her, and not affet to do him any : 
She ought in ſhort to acknowledge, aud 
reſpe& in him always the hand of God, 
\—congg has given him to her for a Ma- 
Ter. . 2 SB | 
' - This Charater a Woman of Senſe 
wou'd always maintain in theſe ſort of 
Atﬀtions; and tho! She thought other- 
wife in her Heart, yet Prudence wou'd 
forbid her to let it appear. 
| Madam Mazarin wov'd without que- 
ſtion have kept up that Charatter of Mo- 
deration, and Sweetneſs, that is fo very 
.natural to her, and . that She has for all 
the reſt of the World ; and She wou'd 
have inſpir'd it into thoſe, that She had 
charg'd with her Defence, if that had 
been any -part of her Care. She wou'd 
have avoided diſhonouring, without ne- 
ceſliry, a Name which She bears ; and 
wo. making 
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making that Man ridiculous, whoſe Ho. 
nour or [nfamy She is by her Conditi- 


. on oblig'd to ſhare. 


But what {lill better proves how lit- 
tle Madam Mazar#z is concern'd in what 
has been pleaded to you, is the contra- 
diction between the principal FaQts, 
which they have advanc'd, and thoſe 
which She her ſelf has publiſh'd in her 
Apology, under the Title of her Me- 
moirs; to excuſe that Conduct, which 
She judged rightly, that all the World 
wou'd blame. Tr is not likely, that Ma- 
dam Mazarin wou'd give InſtruQions 
for a Defence to be made- before you, 
fo different from that which She has of- 
fer'd to. all Nations of the Earth in that 
Hiſtory, which is tranſlated into ſo ma- 
ny difierent Languages. 

This, GENTLEMEN, Maſter Sazchot 
hoheſtly avows, that he has receiy'd nei- 
ther Memoirs, nor Inſtructions, from 
Macam Mazarin : And I am very glad, 
for the Intereſt of his Client, as well as 
mine, that he has made this Confeſſion,

will ſuffer his Wife to go to a Play, 
ſhou'd be niuch more oblig'd to have 
Madam Mazarix's, to give the Publick 
this Farce at her Husband's Expence , 
and to make ſuch a Satyr upon him, as 
reflets upon her ſelf. 

But from what hand ſoever theſe ſhafts 
come, which are let flye at us, *tis no 
difficult matter to enſure Monſieur Ma- 
z24rin againſt 'em ; and to ſhew, that no- 
thing that has been urg'd againſt him, in 
all theſe Pleadings, ought ro do him the 
leaft damage, either in his Cauſe, or in 
the Opinion of the World. 


I might, GENTLEMEN, negle@ the

E think it convenient to acquaint the

As there is no proof offer'd, a bare 
denyal may fuffice ; but to give it the 
more weight, I defire your leave to read 
what Monfieur Mazarin writes to me 
hereupon, in a Letter which I receiv*d 
yeſterday from him , *tis well known 
how incapable he is to aſſert a Lie, or 
deny a Truth ; and how tender conſci- 
enc'd he is in that point, fo that I doubr 
not but the Council will do him the 
honour to believe him, before Madam 
Maxarin.

her Diſcretion ; that She thought her ſelf 
oblig'd as a Mother, to demand a Sepa- 
ration of Effets, ro hinder the ruine of 
her Children ; but that She negleted 
what related to her own prdper Eaſe 
aod Intereſt only. | EP 
Here's a very laudable Diſcretion, 
that will not ſuffer Madam Mazarin to 
tell her Caſe, and ſeek Remedy from 
Juſtice ; yet does not hinder her from 
running away in the Habit of a Man, 
with one of the moſt agreeable, bur 
leaſt diſcreet Lords of the Courr. | 
But the point of Diſcretion is. no 
longer ro be diſputed; the Mask is off ; 
therefore you muſt immediately lay 
open, that ill Uſage, thoſe intolerable 
Hardſhips, which have forc'd her uponthe

I have already in my Plea, provided 
apainſt this Objetion, and ſhewn you, 
GENTLEMEN, that the Abolition of 
the Divorce, which was one of the Pu- 
niſhments of the ill Condut of Wives, 
ought to be fo far from exempting 'em 
from t'other, which was the —

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of Dower, that this latter becomes there- 
by the more neceſſary. 

You have ſeen likewiſe, that 'tis the 
Intent of our Cuſtoms, divers of which 
conclude exprcſly for it, that *tis the 
PraCtice of the Soveraign Courts, that 
'tis an adjudg?d Caſe, to all which I have 
not heard any Aniwer. 

' We muſt therefore allow, that our 
Law in this agrees exactly with the Ro- 
man Laws; and- that the aboliſhing the 
uſe of Divorces, has not abrogated this 
Penalty. 

' The ſecond Ohje&tion which they 
make, is that there 1s in the Novells, a 
Clauſe of Exception for thoſe Women, 
that retire to their Fathers, or Mothers. 
This they ſay extends to Madam Ma- 
2arin; becauſe in caſe of a want of Fa- 
ther, and Mother, the other near Rela- 
tions fill their Room ; and eſpecially 
when they are cloth'd with eminent Dig- 
nity, which challenges tor them the ſame 
reſpe& that is due to Parents ; and ta 
this Poſition I agree. 

Now' fay -they, when Madam with- 
drew firſt into 7ta/y, She Lodg'd with 
Monſieur the Cardinal Maxcin!, a Man 
of great Virtue: This likewiſe is true ;

ver'd from Scandal ; but She had been 
here but x5 days, when She eſcap'd by a 
Stratagem, under colour of recondutting 
Madam her Siſter. She tells this Story 
her ſelf in her Memoirs, and cloſes it plea- 
ſfantly in theſe words, The Poor Old wo- 
man, ſays She ſpeaking of her Aunt, took 
this adventure ſo much to heart, that She 
died of Grief a few days after . | 
This is an Illuſtrious Teſtimony of the 
Reſpett that Madam Mazar:in has for her 
Relations, and their Dignities, and of 
her own Good Nature. | 
They add, that in her ſecond Jour- 
ney to /taly, Monſieur the Conſtable 
 Colonns receiv'd, and lodg*d her in his 
Houſe. | | 
This too1s true 5; but they don't tell 
you, how well She obſerv'd the Laws 
of Hoſpitality ; Her firff care was to in- 
ſpire in to Madam the Conſtable her Siſter 
the fame Sentiments for Monſieur the 
Conſtable, that She had for Monſieur Ma- 
z4ris; and She wrought ſo efitQtually, _ 
| c 
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She ſoon perſwaded her to go to France 

in the ſame manner, that She had done 

to /taly: And as Madam Mazariz was by 

Experience vers'd in all the Stratagems 
that are requifite to ſuch Enterprizes, 

Madam the Conftable ſet fail under her 

ConduR; and arriv'd ſafe at Marſei/es, 
in ſpight of all the diligence of Monſieur 
the Conffable to purſue, and take 'em. 

At laſt you are told, GENTLEMEN, 
that in England She was lodg'd in the 
Palace, and near the Perſon of the 
Queen ; I ſhall not add any thing on this 
occaſion, to what TI have already ſaid in 
_ the firſt Pleading, except that 'tis not 
true, that She did ever lodge in the Pa- 
lace of the Queen, while She was Dutch- 
eſs of Tork, or in the King's Palace after 
that Princeſs came to the Throne ; She 
alwayslodg'd in an Apartment belonging 
indeed to. the Palace of St. Fames, bur 
St. James's Palace is not the Place of che 
King's Reſidence, which is call'd Whire- 
hall, not Lowvre; for the Narne of Lo«- 
vre 1s taken from the place where the 
Palace of our Kings is built. It is in 
reſpe& of White-hall, what the Caſtle of 
the 7aillerie is reſpet of the antient 
Lowvre; and Madam Mazarin's Lodgings 
are to the Caſtle of St, Fawes, whar the 
= , Stenr 
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Sieur Renard's Houſe formerly was to the 
Tailleries, Judge then, GENTLEMEN, 
if this be near. enough the Palace, to 
ſay, that the Queens Prefence, and the 
Reſpett, that, Madam ,Viazawn had for 
her Perſon, are ſnfficient to baniſh all 
Suſpicion ; and if any one wou'd upon 
this bottom warrant all, that paſs'd in 
her Lodgings. i ns Oe: 
But this 1s an un-neceſfary Enquiry, 
ſince Monſieur Mazariz is willing to par- 
don what's paſt, provided that Madam 
Mazarin will without delay return to her 
Duty. Don't therefore give your ſclyes 
the trouble of a too difficult Juſtification, 
which Monſieur Magarin does-not exatt 
from you : He will believe her Innocent, 
content your ſelves with that, 'and take. 
care, that your Over-Officiouſneſs to ju- 
Rifie her, does not, by opening toomuch, 
produce a quite contrary effect. "1 
;.'The ſame reaſon ſhall make me paſs 
lightly over their diſtin&tion between the 
two retreats of Madam Mazarin: They. 
ſay, that- if. her cauſing her ſelf to be 
carried away at firſt, had any thing cri- 
minal 1n it,. 'tis covet d, and Reparation 
madeby her voluntary return into Fraxce. 
That the ſecond is wholly' innocent, as. 
being involuntary, and done by the King's. 
2 ; | Per» 
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Permiſſion, and in Obedience to his 
Order. By 

But firft, how can they pretend, that 
Madam AM4zarirscoming back into France 
without Teturning to her Husband, is a 
Reparation of her Fault in running away 
from him ? Does a Woman, that has 
made an Elopement out of the-Kingdom, 
recover her Innocence, as foon as She 
ſets foot upon French Ground ? 

. T agree, that if a Woman returns to 
her Husband, and he receives, and lives 
with her without Proſecuting his Revenge 
for the Injury, he ſhall not afterwards be 
allow'd to revive his Complaint, becauſe 
ſuch a Cohabitation ſhall be conſtrued a 
Remiſſion, But here's nothing like it. 
Monſieur the Duke' of Newvers carried 
away Madam Mazariz into 7taly, and he 
has brought her back again into France, 
without joyning Monheur Mazariz ; this 
- 1s rather a continuation of the Afront, 
than a Reparation. Ry: ; 
« As for the ſecond retreat, I have al. 
ready acquaiated you, GENTLEMEN, 
that they have not truly repreſented the 
matter of Fat, and that if the King did 
recondudt Madam Mazarin out of the 
Kingdom, -twas in conformity to his 
Word, and the defire of Madama — ; 
| 0 at 
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that this did no way wipe off the Wife's 
Guilt, nor impair the Rights of the Hus- 
band. - "Y 

Don't we ſee Fuſitives, and Crimi- 
nals appear every day upon the credit of 
Protetions, which are granted either 
by their Creditors, of by order of Coun- 
cil? When the time of their Protections 
are expired, and they withdrawn, are 
not the Proceſſes againſt 'em continued, 
and cy eſteem'd not a whit the leſs 
culpable ? 

Madam Mazarir her ſelf was o little 
perfwaded of her own Innocence, or that 
the King's Permiſſion to retire into I:aly 
was a ProteQion againſt the Purſuits of 
her Husband, or the right he had to re- 
cover her; that when She return'd with 
Madam the Conſtable her Siſter, into. 
France, She durſt not appear, bur in 
diſpuile ; and being inform'd that the 
Duke, who had ſome notice of her arri- 
val, was in queſt of her, She made all 
he ſj peed She cou'd into Szvoy, and thence 
She went into Exgland. 

. All theſe falſe Defences therefore muſt 
be retrench'd ; but ( once more I repeat 
it) what ſignifies i It to enter into a Diſ- 
cufſion, which can be of no ſervice to 
Madatn Miwtarin, fince my Client is will- 
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ing to pardon her all that is paſt, upon 
condition, that She returns immediately 
to him. What reaſon can She have to 
refuſe him 9 I wiſh her goingaway, her 
travels, her long abode in Foreign Coun- 
tries, and her Conduct there, 1 wiſh, T 
ſay, that all this were cover*d, or ra- 
ther that it were Innocent ; But can her 
refuſing to return to France, and Mon- 
ſieur Mazariz be excus'd ? Can her obſti- 
nacy be look'd upon otherwiſe, than as a 
freſh Injury, a new Crime? Is She a 
Widdow, has She transfer*d her ſelf vo 
any other Man's Authority ? The Church, 
and the Laws of the Land have given 
him to her for a Husband, and command- 
ed her to obey him ; has any other Pow- 
er diſpens'd with her ? 

Tho' it were irue, that the King had 
given her leave, or even order*d her to 
retire for ſome time to her Relations in 
Italy, is it not a manifeſt abuſe of his 
Permiſſion, to extend it to fo long a ſtay 
in Foreign Parts, and to plead tit ftill for 
the continuance of it? Can She vretend, 
that 'twas the Deſign of a Prince ſo Re- 
ligious, and fo zealous for Diſcipline, to 
ſeparate her from her Husband for ever? 
Has he not plainly enough ſignified the 
contrary, when offended at her obſtina- 
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cy, he has taken away the Penſion of 
24000 Livers, which he allow'd her 
for the two firſt years of her Ab- 
ſence 2 | 

Dare any .one maintain, that in per- 
mitting her to go into 1aly, he gave her 
leave to harbour among, his Enemies, in 
the Court of an Uſurper, in a Heretick 
Country, the Object of Heaven's Wrath, 
and Man's Averſion ? 

"Tis therefore certain, that Madam 
Mazarin is. without Excuſe ; that her 
Flight, her two and twenty years ſlay 
in a ſtrange Country, and her refuſal yet 
to return, are ſo many breaches of her 
Duty, and of her Matrimonial Obligati- 
ons, the natural, and legal Puniſhment 
of which is deprivation of Dower, and 
Settlement. If you do her the Favour 
to allow her time to avoid this Penalty, 
in caſe She does not within that time 
yield Obedience to your Orders, you 
can't too ſeverely puniſh her paſt Faults, 
and her preſent Contempr. 

Let us now proceed to conſider what 
has been ſaid to ſupport her incident De- 
mands, and begin with-the 100000 Li- 
vers for the payment of her pretended 
Debts.

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T ſhall not, GENTLEMEN, repeat 
any thing that I have already had the 

honour to ſay to you on this Head. 
 T ſhall only cite you one Decree of 
Parliament of the 23d of ' March, 1672, 
as *tis reported in the ſecond part of the 
Journal of the Palace, which rejects the 
like Demand of a Woman in a Caſe much 
more reaſonable on her ſide, than *cis in 

this. I 
Frances Frottier having, quitted her 
Husband during the Proſecution of an 
Appeal which She had brought concern- 
ing an Abuſe in the Celebration of her 
Marriage, which was not ill grounded, 
- She having been Married under the Age 
of twelve Years : She contracted during 
this Abſence, ſome Debts to 5000 Li- 
vers, for things neceſſary for her Sub{i{t- 
ance only; After She had been caſt upon 
the Appeal of Abuſe, She demanded, that 
her Husband ſhou'd be obligd to pay 
theſe petty Debts : She grounded it upon 
the Obligation he was under to give her 
Maintenance, upon the cauſe, and the 
{mallneſs of theſe Debts contrated for 
her Subſiſtance ; upon the neceſſity She 
lay under of quitting his Houſe, becauſe 
in continuing with him, She had ratified 
the Marriage. 
Ss Mon- 
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| Monſieur Manpeon, ſince Advocate 
General, was Council for the Husband, 
and ſhew'd, that he ow'd oo Alimony 
to her, but while She liv'd with him ; 
and that rhe Obligation to maintain her 
was inſeparably bound to an actual Co- 
habitation ; his Argument is reported in 
the Journal ; upon this a .Decree was 
\ obtain'd, avoiding the Demands of the 
Wife, and her Creditors. / 

How much more ſtrongly will it take 
place againſt a Woman, that has abſeni- 
ed her ſelf not only from her Houſe, but 
from the Kingdom, without any neceſſity, 
out of meer C2price ; and againſt Debts 
contracted by Expencesabſolutely ſuper- 
fluous ? 

It has been objeted, GENTLEMEN, 
that all this wou'd be good, if the Credi- 
tors were ſubje&t to our Laws; but We 
have to do with Ezg/i/h Men, whoſe 
Laws differ from ours; who will by vio- 
lence extort, what they can't by Juſtice. 
They have in a very pathetical manner, 
apgravated the Peril She is in of her Life; 
as if they put in Execution in Ezgland, 
that old Law, which allow'd the Credi- 
tors of an Inlolyent to tear him to pie- 
ces; and they have repreſented Madam 

| = Ma- 
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Mazarin to you, as one that every Mo- 
ment expeQted Martyrdorn. 

But how ſhall we reconcile this Tra- 
gical Repreſentation to what we ſee clear- 
ly, that ic has been Madam Maxarir's 
Fault alone, rhat She did not come to 
France, when ſo many natural born Ex- 
glifſh Men, the greateſt part of which left 
Debts undoubtedly more cffective, than 
hers, came without impediment? How 
does this accord with what I havealready 
obſerv*d, that there has yet been no Suit 
commenc'd againſt her, no obſtacle raisd 
by her Creditors to hinder her coming ? 

Does not all the World kgow, that 
inſtead of being arreſted at London, She 
was forcd to have recourſe to the *up<- 
riour Authority for leave to '*:y 2 It her 
Life was in danger, as She iuys ; 1f She 
was expos'd to Martyrdom, wou d Ske 
make Application to continue there? 
Wou'a She prefer ſuch an Abode to her 
Hushband's Houte ? Unleſs ſome ſplendid 
fit of Zeal makes her coverous of that 
glorious Palm, and gives her a holy Am- 
bition of being ſacrific'd by that barba- 
rous Nation ; and ha- | 
ving that ac leait in * Foaz of Orleans. 
common with that 
* Tlluſtrious Maid, - whom our Nation 
H 3  *acknow- 


,

acknowledges to have been her Deli- 
Verer. | 

But we need not fear any ſuch thing 
from Madam Mazarin, 2 Woman that 
takes it ill, that her Husband employs 
any part of his Wealth in Works of Pie- 
ty, will never be prodigal of her Blood 
for Religion. Undoubtedly She mult be 
in great Security in England, ſince She 
can't reſolve to leave it, till She has 
articled for her Habitatzon, and Penſion 
in France. 

Thus, GENTLEMEN, I have ſhewn 
you, that her Debts are a meer Sham, 
a Pretencgdevis'd by her Counſel at Pa- 
ris, to exCliie her Obſtinacy : I ſhall nor 
repeat all the Particulars ; but I ſhall an- 
{wer only to ſome Letters, which were 
read to you laſt Hearing, to prove the 
reality of theſe Debts. 

Theſe Letters, *they tell us, are writ- 
ten naturally, and without Study, they 
come from the heart, and by conſequence 
we are not to doubt the truth of what 
Madam Maxrrin ſays in*ein ; that her Cre- 
ditors are importunate, and that She is 
afraid of being ſued. 

Eirft, theſe Letters are not acknow- 
ledg'd. 
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But, if they were, are we oblig'd to 
believe Madam Mazarin? Shall we give 
her a x00000 Franks, becauſe She writes 
word, that She ows ſo much, and has oc- 
caſion for it? 

But Idefire the Council to obſerve, 
that theſe Letters don't mention the 
Summ of her Debts : Now if the Dutch- 
eſs of Nevers had any Letter, that was 
more particular in the Summ, She wou'd 
undoubtedly have produc'd if, It muſt 
therefore be Monſieur or Madam Ne- 
vers, or he that drew up this Defence, 
that has officiouſly tax'd Monſieur Mza- 
zZarin at 2 100000 Livres. ' 

But pray let me ask you, who inform'd 
you that theſe amounted to r00000 
Livres, ſince as you confeſs, you have 
receiv'd no Memoirs nor InſtruCtions 
from Madam Mazarin, but theſe Letters, 
which are not particular ? *Tis then by 
gueſs, that you make this Demand ; and 
do you think the Judges will fine Mon- 
fieur Mazarin 100000 Livres upon this, 
and give a [udgment at random, as you 
hive made your Demand 

*Tis further evident, that theſe Debts 
were invented at Paris, and that Madam 
Matarin writes nothing in theſe Letters 


but by InſtruQtion from hence, which I 
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ſhall make clearer, than thedight, by twa 
or three Circumſtances. 

The firlt 1s, that in the Letter of the 
eldeſt date of the three, which is of the 
x5 of Oftober laſt, Madam Mazyarin writes 
to Madam Newers in theſe Terms ; [7 
ſend you the Certificate you defir'd, this 
Letter is not preceeded by any other, 
by which it appears, that Madam Ne. 
vers requir'd a Certificate of Madam Ma- 
zar/n, and that She requir'd it before 
Madam Mazarin had laid any thing to 
her of her Debts, or the difficulty of 
leaving London without paying 'em; 
and by conf: quence 'tis plain, that theſe 
prerenced Debts, and the Detention'of 
Madam Miaxarin, are of the growth of 
Paris, in: which Madain Mazarin is not 
_ concern'd. | 

The ſtile it ſelf of theſe Letters, which 
you ſay ts io niturai, is far from ut , and 
may ſcrve as a farther proof, thar they 
were written by Direion. When Ma- 
dam Maxarin writes natura!ly, and. from 
her Reart, She writes r'comparably bet- 
ter ; but eſpecially, if She were irfthe 
condition there pretended ; her Danger, 
and her Wants joyn'd to her natural 
Eloqyence, wowd have made her write 
| | in 
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in a Stile much more lively, and moving, 
than that of thoſe Letters. 

What probaulity is there, that She 
who writes trom a Country, where She 
had bcen an Eye Witneſs of ſuch great 
Revolutions, and where She muſt needs 
have had a particular Share in many 
ſingular Events ; of which She might 
believe Madam Newvers, who had fo much 
kindneſs for her, wou*d be glad to be 
inform'd ; what probability, I ſay, is 
there that She ſhou'd take no notice at 
all of ?em, not ſo much as a ſingle word 
concerning Monſieur Mazariz, or her 
Sentiments of him> She ſpeaks of no» 
thing, but her Creditors, becauſe She 
was order'd to ſpeak of nothing elſe 
in theſe Letters devis?d on purpoſe, 
which were undoubred!y accompanied 
by others more Inſiructive ; bur in theſe 
She talks ſo ſlightly, that the Man muſt 
be blind, that can't ſee that She is not 
in earneſt. 

You ſee therefore, GENTLEMEN, 
that there never was any Demand more 
raſhly made, nor with leis Foundation, 
than this of To0000 Livers, 

Let us proceed to rheir other Demand, 
which requires Permiſfion to live in a 
Convent. 

You 
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You know, GEN TLEMEN,, that this 
is not to be granted, bur upon very 
weighty Conſiderations ; the Caprice of 
a Woman, or a diſguſt taken to her Hus- 
band, are not ſufficient Reaſons for break- 


ing thar Society, to which they are mu- 


tually oblig'd ; there ougtit to be ſuch. 
hard Uſage, as may merit the Name of 
Cruelty, with which they are uſually qua- 
lified. Do they offer Proof of any ſuch 
thing? No, they don't ſo much as al- 
ledge it. | 
|l the reaſon they give, why Madam 
Mazarin cant return to her Husband's 
Houſe, is, that things are not at that 
paſs. What Language is this? Whar 
do you mean by it? What is there re- 
quiſite to bring things to ſuch a paſs, 
that a Wife may, and ought to return 
to her Husband, more than a valid Mar- 
riage, that the Husband be willing to re- ' 
ceive her, and that has never treated her 
amiſs? All this is to be found here. 

Madam Mazarin, they ſay, is averſe 
to it , this 1 all, that they have to op- 
poſe to it. 

But firſt, who told you, that She was 
averſe to it ? Have you a Deputation 
from her to fay it? No! You have not 


fo much as Memoirs from her , the Let- 
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ters themſelves ſay nothing of it. Tis 
Monſieur, and Madam Nevers, who, 
not loving Monſieur Mazariz themſelves, 
think that She ought not to be willing 
to live with him, and demand for her a 
Separation from her Husband of their 
own Heads. 

On the contrary I maintain againſt 
you, that no Warrant or Memoirs from 
her appearing to ſupport your Authori= 
ty, which is all that we have for this 
Averſion, We ought to preſume She 
has none, becauſe we ought to believe, 
that every Perſon wiſhes, and as ac- 
cording to his Duty, till the contrary be 
made to appear. 

But tho' it were true, that Madam 
Mazarin had ſome reluQtance to return 
to the Duke, is that a good reaſon why 
She ſhou'd be diſpensd with, and ſepa- 
rated from him ? If all the Married Cou- 
ples, either of which had conceiv'd any 
diſguſt for the other, were to be parted, 
how many Divorces ſhou'd we ſee ? Are 
there any Perſons ſo exattly form'd for 
one another, ſo perfect, or ſo happy, 
as not to give one another reciprocal oc- 
' caſions of diſſatisfaQtion in ſo ſtrict a So- 
ciety ? Inſenfibility is none of the Con- 
ditions of this Lite,- and I queſtion whe- 
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ther it be lawful co defire it. We are 
not therefore to regard theſe Niceties, 
when there are no eſſential Reaſons for 
Separation, eſpecially from the Mouth 
of a Woman that has livd with her 
Husband fix years in perfect Unity ; 
that has had in that time four Children 
by him, the Pledges of their mutual Af- 
tection, and the living Proofs of her In- 
conſtancy. 

They obje@ to Monſieur Mazarin, that 
he has three great Faults, ( they don't 
indeed fay it juſt in this Place, but it has 
been ſcatterd all thro the Pleading of 
the oppoſite Party, ) He is Jealous ; He 
is Devout, and ſcrupulous to Exceſs ; He 
is Profuſe, and ſquanders more in Alms, 
than others intheir Debaucheries. 

{et us ſee if any of ticſe be foundation 
ſufficient to ground Madam Mazarin's 
Demand upon. 

Firſt for his Jealouſie, if it were real, 
it 1s obliging ; and even when it becomes 
troubleſom, it is excuſable upon the ſcore 
of the Principle from whence it ſprings; 
at leaſt, whije it proceeds not to Rage, 
and Violence, 

But what figns of Jealouſie do you 
diſcover in Monſieur Mazarin ? You can't 
inſtance in any, How can you m_ 

im 
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him of that Veakneſs, who does not 
yet call your Virtue .in queſtion after 
ſo much matter of Suſpicion as your 
imprudent Condutt has afforded him ? 
Can you belicve, that he was ever Jea- 
lous, whoſe good Opinion con'd abide 
the ſevere Trials you have put it to,with- 
out Diminution ? | 

As for his Deyotion, *tis a Fault too 
lovely to ſtand in need oi our Defence; 
is that a ground for her Demand ? If 
the Apoſtle does not allow a Wife, that 
is a Believer, to leave a KHusband, that 
is not ; How can we ſuffer Madam Ma- 
zarin to deſert her Husband, becauſe he 
1s faithful and exa@t in the Duties of his 
Religion 2 Eſpecially, GENTLEMEN, 
ſince, as Maſter Sachot has told you, he 
was ſo at the time of his Marriage. She 
Married him Devout, and I ſhall add, 
that She lov'd him ſuch, why wou'd She 
not have him continue ſuch » Tf we may 
apply to this Quality, which is the Fer- 
fetion of a Chriſtian, what has been 
ſaid of the real Faults of Matters of Com- 
merce, might we not with Juſtice op- 
poſe to Madam Mazarin, the common 
faying, Prudens emiſti vitioſum, difta tis 
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But perhaps Madam Mazarin will not 
find it ſo difficult to reconcile her {elf to 
Monſieur Mazarir*s way of Living. The 
Seeds of Devotion are ſtronger in' her, 
than She her ſelf ſuſpeAs. It wou'd be 
ſtrange, that a Lady, that ſprings from 
the Tame Blood, that has given to Eng- 
land that Mighty Queen, and to France 

| that Virtuous* Prin- 

* The late Prin- ceſs, whoſe Piety 
ceſs of Conty. will be rever'd in all 

Ages, ſhowd have 
no Spark in her of that holy Fire, with 
which they were fo inflam'd ; not one 
Ray of thoſe lively Beams of Faith, which 
ſhin'd fo bright in them. 

But you fee, GENTLEMEN, by her 
Defence, that She is in fear for her Sal- 
vation ; this Fear is the beginning of 
Wiſdom. She deſires to retire into any 
Nunnery, that you pleaſe to aſlign : 
"Tis therefore probable, that She finds 
her ſelf now better diſpos'd, than here- 
tofore, to live after the manner that She 
ought, in ſuch Houſes. Why then will 
She not comply with that of Monſieur 
Matarin? Nothing can reſemble the Re- 
oularity of a Convent, better than his 
Houſe. All the difference is, that in a 
Convent, She wou'd be out of the Rank 

| where- 
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wherein Providence has plac'd her : 
whereas with her Husband She wou'd 
be in her proper Station. And tho' She 
ſhou'd at firſt feel a little ReluCtance, a 
ſhort time wou'd reconcile her to a Yoak, 
that is all Sweetneſs to thoſe, that have 
' once ſubmitted to it ; and it wou'd hap- 
pen to her, as the Apoſtle fays in the 
ſame Place, that the believing Husband 
ſhall ſanRikie the unbelieving Wife. 

Let us proceed to the pretended Diſſi- 
pations. | 

How dare Madam Mazariz accuſe 
Monſieur Mazarin of ſquandering ? She 
that tells you, that She cou'd not ſubſiſt 
ingly, and without Equipage, upon a 
Penſion of 20000 Crowns a year, which 

She conſtantly receiv'd from the King 
_ of England; She that has carried away, 
and fquander'd 100000 Crowns worth 
of Jewels, and rich Moveables, and till 
pretends her ſelf to be in Debt : She in 
ſhort that made it one of the ordinary 
Diverſions of her Youth, to throw Baggs 
of Gold away by handfuls, out of the 
Windows of the Palace of Mazarin, for 
the Pleaſure of ſerting the Mob together 
by the Ears ?

But in what Country are you? In what 
obſcure Hole do you ſpend your days, 
that you are ignorant how this Match 
with Monſieur 'Mazarin was brought 
about ?

have to Lies. Yet I have been forc'd to 
hear all: you have ſaid of Madam 24- 
zarin, .with as much Villany, as Impu- 
dence. +: Upon the Death of Monſieur 
the Cardinal,, the Courtiers, - who did 
not yet underſtand the Niceneſs of the 
King's taſte; were afraid, that Monſieur 
Mazarin ſhou'd inherit as well the Fa- 
vour, as the Eſtate, and Name of his 
Eminence. + Monſieur de Turenne Was 
heard to ſay, that if he ſhou'd ſee ſuch 
an Indignity, he cou'd leave Fraxce with 
- the ſame -eaſe,:: that he had heretofore 
done, when he went into the Service 
of Monſieur the Prince. 1: 

The Marſhal de Vilero, who, baving 
been his Majeſties Governour, . ought to 
have been. better acquainted, with his 
Sagacity, was-not without bis Appre- 
henſions. 

- The Marſhal de Chandos 'who bad 
fignaliz; d himſelf in ridiculing this Match, 
was allarm'd at it ; bur Monſieur Maze: 
ES ES | : rin, 
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rin, more in their Intereſts, than his 
own, ſtaid only long enough at Court 
to decry himſelf, and to give the King 
that judicious contempt of his Perſon, 
which he has retaind for him ever 
ſince. 

Nevertheleſs, they were not yet ab- 
ſolutely rid of their Fears. They were 
afraid that the Marſhal Je Meileraye, 
who in his time had always held the

His Places, Govern- 
ments, and Riches, in which he outdid 
all the Subjeas of Exrope, procur'd him 
Reſpe@ enough ; but like a Philoſopher, 
he ſhook off all theſe things, as ſuperflu- 
ous ; or, like a Chriſtian, as dangerous 
to: his Soul. However it were, -he left 
himſelf nothing of that vaſt hoard fo 
precious in the Opinion of Men.
